Today the Boy Scouts: of America, 
a. -unifo body larger .than’ the 
army and navy combined, celebrate 
the twelfth anniversary of their 
organization: Till: 1910 the Scout 
movement -was, as concerns the 
United States, but-an idea—an idea;-to 
be sure, that had taken practical form 
in. Great Britain under the leader- 
ship of Sir Ropert Bapen-Potn.t, 
but one still untried here. Today 
403,152 American boys proudly wear 
the Scout emblem and 127,000-Ameri- 
can, men give their time as Scoutmas- 
ters, troop. committeemen: and mem- 
bers of local councils. During the 
whole period up to this, anniversary 
more than 2,000,000 boys have been 
members. ® = 

The movement's. real. achievement 
lies, in. the universal good-will. and 
regard which, the Boy» Scouts them- 
Selves have won, -To the man in the 
‘stréet the “Scout uniform .now ‘stands 
for courteous: and useful young citi- 
zenship. ~He instances.the efforts of 
the Boy Scouts during»the war year's, 
their disciplined, effective aid in such ft 
public disasters as the influenza epi- 
démic ‘of 1918; the Pueblo‘and the San 
Antonio floods; and the recent Knick- 
erbockér’ Theatre tragedy. The 
chirrches and the schools have come 
to.see in Scouting an invaluable aid. 
The community. as a whole today re- 
garda its Scout troops as civic assets. 

What the movement has’ become is 
teo obvious to, need: stressing; What 
itmay become, -if-the past twelve 
milestones are any criterion, should 
Be the concern of évery patriotic ‘citi- 
zen.

THE POST OFFICE DEFICIT. 
Coolness marked the reception of 
Secretary M&LLON’s proposal to charge 
three cents»to mail a letter in order 
that. soldiers who never’ heard “a 
gun fired in battle .might divide a 
large part of the proceeds. A’ more 
urgent and more Suitable use for any 
increase of postal rates that cannot 
be escaped is afforded by the -report 
of the ‘Post Office’s, deficit for the 
quarter 'ehding with September of 
$25,252,000, or.at the rate of a hun- 
dred millions a year. Yet deficits are, 
the ‘rule with the department, even 
when it claims a profit, and the large 
deficit is really itself_a decrease. Last 
yeaf the  same,.quarter showed a 
deficit of $27,470,972. 

In the Post Office, as elsewhere, the 
way to cure a deficit is by reduction of 
Costs, not by incfease of prices. The 
loss on’ the business of the Post: Of- 
fice arises partly from services com- 
petitive with private enterprise, and 
eguld be’ escaped \by ‘allowing others 
to do the business. No doubt,. the 
business done by the Post Office at a 
loss is popular. “AU subsidized public 
services are popular, because the cost 
of them is not appreciated. The.Post 
Office deficit isa reminder that the 
Government business is cogtly rather 
}than economical. The postal deficit 
would be larger if the Post Office paid 
the railways fairly. It would be 
smaller if the Post Office did not com- 
néte unfairly with both the railways 
¢ ‘| the. express companies: Their 
earnings are limited by regulation, and 
they cannot make good lagssés.on busi- 
ness done- by requisitions on tax- 


payers. . :
